On 
the other hand, as one of the great Egyptolo- 
gists observes, the tomb of Tut may have pro- 
,duced the cause. 


Pronouncing curses to protect one's grave 


is not a new thing, and it may be as old as 
King Tut. 
It is Shakespeare, is it not, whose 


tombstone bears the inscription : 


Blessed ho the man who laid these atones, 
And cursed he he who moves my bones. 
But there may have been a difference be- 


tween the curse of King Tut and that of Shakes- 
peare. To be effective, a curse should be ac- 
companied by a practical and hence natural 
means of its fulfillment. 
If the1 chemist 
of 


King Tut's time plastered his tomb" with 
a 


deadly poison, and sealed it up some 3500 years 
ago, it would not seem strange to the unscien- 
tific mind that the debris of excavation and the 
dust that it created might be deadly even to 
this day. 


And so, if King Tut was a practical man, 


his curse may actually have fallen on Lord 
Carnarvon. 
In that case the man to ask about 


it is not 
Sir Conan Doyle, but a first class 


chemist.
